moved him, for reasons then known to me, had 
the Grand Jury not acted as reported, 
When interrogated as to the nature of such 
other charges you declined to answer the 
questions, because, as you said, I am not 
required by law to give any reason why Mr.

demands that the Kxecutive should remain 
Sent, when by such silence the character, 
standing and influence of a citizen who asserts 
lis innocence is imperiled, and especially 
when that citizen pleads not for mercy but 
for justice.

An Asylum for Broken 
Friendless Cats. 
From the New York Sun. 

Spinster Julia Seeley smiled bashfully yes- 

terday when a reporter, who found her at 
ir. Hornbiower’s bouse on Jersey City 
leights, spoke of her passion for cats. 

i've only got nine or ten around there,” 
she said, indicating with her thumb an old 
bouse around the corner in Cook street, 
where for six months she has boarded and 
lodged her many cats, “and theye’re at me so 
all the time and won't leaye me alone about 
them, and I'm going to be rid of them.“ 

She spoke somewhat petulantly. “I used 
to have about thirty around there, but a good 
many of them have died off.’’ 

M bo objects to your cats?“ was asked. 

“Oh, that miserable man up stairs.“ 

“Why? Are they noisy?“ 

‘*T suppose thev are,“ she reluctantly ad- 
mitted—at night.” 

„How will you dispose of them?“ 

“Hey 

Get rid of them?!“ 

‘*Pizen.” 7 

**Can’t you give them away ?’’ 

„don't want auy one else to be a-kiliin’ 
of em. I've got tive or six more here, and 
I' get along with them, I guess.“ 

Miss Julia Seely has worked as a domestic 
in Dr. Hornblower’s family for about four- 
teen years. She hasalways been fonder of 
cats than of mankind, and last fall she hired 
the ground floor and cellar of a house at No. 
30 Cook street, on Jersey City Heights. Here 
she fitted up an asylum for her cats, and to 
this retreat she carried every cat she came 
across Which looked like a tramp cat and 
seemedto need ahome. Boxes of straw and 
beds of carpets were provided, and the parlor 
and basoment were wholly given up to the 
cats. Miss Seeley herself did not live there, 
but three times every day she visited her 
pets, and guve them food. At night she 
called them in and closed the shutters over 
the broken window pane which during the 
day afforded them an exit. The colony of 
cats increased rapidly. Miss Seeley never 
met astray cat but she pounced upon it 
and added it to her collection, 
and numerous litters gladdened the 
bearts ofthe furry community. At night 
there was not always quiet. From the noises 
that reached the ears of the neighbors, it 
was plain that revels and orgies of a most 
scandalous and riotous character were held 
nightly. **That miserable man up stairs,“ a 
Mr. Dalton, was the one person most serious- 
ly affected by the state of affairs in the cat 
asylum below him. He complained to the 
Hudson County Health Board, andon Tues- 
day Dr. Saltanstahl, the health inspector, 
visited the house in Cook street. He stepped 
into the hallway and came out immediately. 
He remained in the open air while his assist- 
ant went in to inspect the premises. Word 
reached Miss Seeley that her cats were 
under the eye of the authorities, and 
determiged to abandon them. Yesterday 
she sold out piecemeal to the neighbors 
most of herfurniture in the house prepara- 
tory to giving up the house. 

The amiable shoemaker who lives across 
the street said: 

„Poor old Julia; she’s erying over the 
cats. She don’t care anything for the furm - 
ture.“ 

„Does the noise of the cats disturb you!“ 

„Oh, we're used to the yawling now. It’s 
only amusement. But we can't leave ‘our 
doors open hereabouts with safety. 7 cats 
swarm the neighborhood. There were about 


} thirty cats there, but she hasnt so many now. 


They’re the werst looking lot you ever saw. 
Some of them have only an ear and a haif,and 
a good many of them go on. oe leas Sampo 
rarily. Half of them are a misera le. 
In the cold weather Julia to come here 
every morning to feed them and build a fire 
for them. The cats would sit on the stove to 
get warm, and the hair is all bur off their 
sides and tails. Oae or two them are 
handsome. There’s one dow, he said,point- 
ing, as a slab-sided, black and ellow, mottied 
animal stole timidly through under the gate- 
way next door. 

She is very fond of her cats,“ he went on, 
and I have seen her lie down on the floor 
and let them all run over her, and she would 
hug and play with them as you would with a 
baby. She was always on Hornblower’s 
fence looking for a cat. A young fellow suid 
he saw a louesome cat upin Central avenue 
the other day. Old Julia gave him 25 cents 
to go after it for her. But she hasn't no hus- 
baod nor no children, poor thing, and the cats 
is society for her. Her backyard is fliled with 
their graves. She buries the dead ones there 
under a bush, and puts little headstones up. 
They all have their names, and she used to 
called them upto her and give them pre- 
serves.“ 


Elephants From Ceylon. 
From the New York Herald. 


An elephantine trade on a heavy scale is an- 
nounced as just springing up between New 
York and the distant island of Ceylon, that most 
lovely gem of the Indian Ocean. This is the 
importation of the elephas Indicus, three 
splendid specimens af which are now in Bos- 
ton awaiting transportation facilities to this 
city. These elephants, which are claimed to 
be the largest of their species that have ever 
been brought either to Europe or America, 
reached Boston on the steamer Hansa, con- 
signed to Messrs. Charles Reiche & Brother, 
New York, who brought them from their 
home in the queen of the spice islands. They 
were shipped from Ceylon to Hamburg, and 
thence to London, where the Hansa received 


them. They are reported to be all very large: 


but the largest of the three is a magnificent 
fellow, ten feet in height at the shoulders and 
Grits e feet over all. The gigantic brutes are 
uite tame,having long undergone the repres- 
sive influences of a strict training in Ceylon. 
So docile are t that at the word of com- 
mand they will e down and raise a huge foot 
tor the keeper to mount. Mr. Frederick Dit- 
zel, who is charged with the task of bringing 
these monster quadrupeds from Boston here, 
says that he may bave to march them all 
the way, asthe railroad freight cars could 
not carry them. Besides this, some of the 
bridges are not sufflciently loft 
imposing strangers to pass underthem. Mr. 
Ditzel will try to get some steamer to find 
standing room for them on her deck. In this 
case the beast would have to make the difli- 
cult ocean passage outside of Cape Coa.

Suieide of a Preacher’s Wife.

At the Coroner’s inquest her husband 
said that he was a clerk in holy orders}without 
a living, being independent.

He last saw his wife alive a few days AgOs 
when she seemed calm and collected. e 
bad been attended for general debility, and 
two years ago she attempted her life with 
chloroform. One morning, hearing one of 
the children crying, be went into his wife’s 
bedroom (they occupied separate apart- 
ments) and found her lying on the bed full 
dressed, cold and dead. Sarah Ann Langlan 
the nurse to Mrs. Swan, stated that she had 
been there a short time, and had given notice 
at the expiration of a week, because she felt 
she could not be hapyy in Mr. Swan’s estab- 
lishment. He usurped the functions belong- 
ing tothe lady of the house, to which the 
witness had not been accustomed, and hence 
she gave notice. Susan Rice, a charwoman, 
deposed that she had worked for the family 
for five weeks. Mr. Swan’s 
ner to his wife was unkind, but there 
was no actual cruelty,and she did not want 
for anything. Mrs. Swan wasannoyed at Mr. 
Swan, who was in bed the worse for liquor. 
During the day he sent down a post-card for 
ber to post, in which he stated his intention 
of destroying himself, and her mistress for- 
bade her to post it, and saidthat it was she 
who ought to talk about suicide, rather than

Transplantation of Bone. 
From the Londen Standard. 

At a recent meeting of the Royal Society an 
account was given by Dr. MacEwen of a very 
remarkable case of interhuman osseous 
transplantation, no previous successful in- 
stance being recorded. In 1878 a child of 
three years was admitted into the Glasgow 
Infirmary for necrosis of the right humerus, 
the shaft of which was already separated from 
its head at the epiphyseal junction. Fifteen 
months after the necrosed portion had been 
removed there had been no bone formation of 
any account, and over two-thirds of the shaft 
was wanting. A first transplantof bone was 
then performed. In making the sulcus for 
reception of the graft reliance had to be plac- 
ed on anatomical relations as to correct posi- 


tions, as there was no trace of periosteum or 


fibrous structure to indicate the former loca- 
tion of the bone. Portions of hu- 
man bone were transplanted on 
three B idifferent occasions, the 
grafts being obtained from patients affected 
with anterior tibial curves from whom wedges 
of bone had to be removed for the purposse 
of straightening their limbs. These osse ous 
wedges were eath divided into many small 
pteces which were immediately placed in the 
suleus in the boy’s arm. e fragments 
united together as well as adhered to the head 
ofthe humerus aboye and to the condyles 
below, ultimately forming a solid rod only 
half an inch shorter than the humerus on the 
opposite or left side. This transplantation of 
bone converted a useless arm into a thof- 
ougbly useful one. Great stress was laid by 
the operation upon the subdivision of the 
transplanted bone into fragments, as thereby 
greater nourishment is able to be conveyed 
from the surrounding flesh to the osseous 
formation. The conclusions arrived at are 
that transplanted bone is capable of living 
and growing, and that such transplants are 
capable of being put to practical uses benefi- 
cial to mankind, but that to insure success 
the transplantation must be conducted anti- 
septically.

The French Army in Peace. 
Fiom the London Times. 


The peace establishment of the French ac- 
tive urmy for 1882 has been fixed at 471,971 
men and 113,062 horses. To these must be 
added the gendarmerie, Which isa brauch of 
the military service, and whieh includes 26,- 
512 men and 18,013 horses, bringing up the 
total strength of the active army for the next 
year to 498,483 men and 126,075 horses. The 
number of recruits to be enrolled in the active 
army in 1882 is 162,191; of these 104,514 will 
go to the infantry, 19,650 to the cavalry, 27,- 
218to the artillery, 3.263 to the engineers, 
2,059 to the military train, and 4,807 to the ad- 
ministrative braticn-of the service. The total

They left home under a 
contract to work on the Hawaiian 
plantations, influenced by the prospect of good 
wages and the glowing language in 
which the agent described a heavenly climate, 
cottages embowered in roses anda land flowing 
with every delicious viand. The person who 
tells the story escaped after the most fearful 
privations. Hesaysthathe and his coun- 
trymen were practically sold into slavery and 
forced to undergo outrageous toil and suffer- 
ing. Families were separated remorselessly, 
and men, women and children were forced to 
live in miserable hovels and work beyond the 
limits of human endurance.

THE poisoning of eleven persons on Rus- 


milk made from swill-fed cows should direct 
public attention to the condition of the 
dairies that supply St. Louis with milk. In 
this instance the buttermilk was furnished 
from VOLKEN’s Dairy, on Park Place and 
Gravois road, and a visit by the physicians 
proved that the cows were kept all day in the 
stalls and fed on still slops. Under such eir- 
cumstances the only wonder is that somebody 
has not suffered before. Swill milk is all the 
average St. Louisan ever gets in the lacteal 
way, and as a food it ranks somewhat below 
rotten watermelon. It is the prime 
cause of the excessive infant mor- 
tality in thiscity and an important fac- 
tor inthe general mortuary returns. .Cooped 
up in narrow pens even healthy cows rapid- 
ly become infected with a number of loath- 
some diseases which their filthy surround- 
ings and the vermin with which they are 


milk formed in the mysterious alembics of 
the disordered stomach, out of all manner of 
decayed garbage and sour refuse, is drawn 
from the ulcerated udder, its grosser impur- 
ities strained outina dirty can and sold to 
the thoughtless consumer who little imagines 
what pofsonous and nasty filth he is paying 
for. Nopicture of the average city dairy 
could possibly be dark enough for the truth. 
The diseased cows live in an atmosphere.of 
stench, with no ventilation or light, eating 
nothing but putrifying vegetable slops, and 
naturally distilling a milk which can 
not be healthy or nutritious. 
a vigorous War was made upon these pest 
houses, but for political or other reasons it 
was dropped. The Health Department, how- 
ever, bas no politics to attend to now, and it 
might be well to open a crusade against the 
dairies again in the interest of public health. 
The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, too, should see to it thatthe thou- 
sands of sick cows within the city limits are 
either killed or cleaned, forthe present milk 
supply of St. Louis is as much a disgrace to 
our humanity as it is a Pandora’s box of dis- 
euses.

IF the present rate of consumption is main 
tained the Compton Hill Reservoir will be 
entirely emptied of water in thirty days. The 
storage reservoir has lost 30,000,000 gallons 
since June 28, and thesurplus of consumption 
over supply is now 1,500,000 gallons daily. 
Already reports are beginning to come in that 
the higher areas of the city can not get water, 
and it will not take more than a couple of 
days for the complaints to become general all 
along the bluffsin the western part of the 
city. There is no doubt that St. Louis is on 
the brink of a water famine and unless some- 
thing is done to avert that very inconvenient 
condition within a month many of the people 
will have to get their water at first hand. 
The Municipal Assembly has appropriated 
$150,000 for the building of a new engine at 
the pumping house, but the water short- 
age will come before it can possibly be 
built and the strain will have tobe relieved 
in some other direction. The prime cause of 
the scarcity is the reckless waste of water in 
every conceivabie direction. With the reser- 
voirs emptying, the people have no right to 
use Water for pavement sprinkling which in 
a weck or two may be needed for drinking. 
The ubiquitous hose will have to be hung up. 
Almost everv house in St. Louis has one and 
the greatest waste comes from their careless 
use. The sprinkling carts, too, do their 
work without a thought of economy on the 
part of the drivers, and, while itis certainly 
necessary that the dust be laid, the water 
now heedlessly thrown on one square would 
do for two if the work was done more care- 
fully. At t police stations, the en- 
gine houses and the other public build- 
ings the wanton unnecessary waste is 
perhaps more noticeable than elsewhere. The 
custodians seem to work upon the theory 
that because they are inthe public employ 
they have a richt to do as they please in this 
regard. All of this must be stopped, and the 
citizens should see to it that it is stopped.

How and Why Mayer Ewing Surprised 


oon | 
* Much to the surprise ofa good many people 


about the City Hall the Mayor this morning 


put his signature to what is commonly known 
as the Tayon avenue bridge bill. The draft 


| of the ordinance which has been the subject 


of so much discussion is as follows: 

The general features of the plan of Tayon 
avenue bridge over the railroad tracks are 
hereby established as follows: 


1. The center line of the bridge shall inter- 
sect the westward prolongation of the south 
line of Clark avenue, lying east of Tayon av- 
enue, twenty feet, west of the center line of 
Tayon avenue, and shall intersect the prolon- 
gation of the north line of Gratiot street ten 
feet west of the center line of Taylor avenue. 

2. The width of the bridge shall be sixty 
feet from outside to outside. 

3. The northern terminus of the bridge 
shall be at the westward prolongation of the 
south line of Clark avenue lying east of 
Tayon avenue, and the southern terminus of 
the bridge shall be at the western prolenga- 
tion of the north line of Gratiot street.

MEXICAN MINING. 


A Party from Chihuahua Discourse on 
the Silver Mines. 

Gen. Jean M. Zuloaga, Walter Carrington 
and A. R. Hammond,from Chihuahua, Mexico, 
are stopping at the Southern on their way to 
New York and London. Gen. Ztloaga is a 
prominent mine owner, holding a chief inter- 
estin-the Delores and Candamenia mines 
near Chihuahua. 

Mr. Hammondisa mining engineer who 
has putin many yearsin Mexico] and seen 
much Indian fighting. Tbe party have with 
them a large collection of silver ores 
taken from the mines mentioned, 
and allextremely rich in silver. In some 
specimens the silver is so thick that there is 
scarcely rock enough to hold it together. Mr. 
Hammond says that the mountains in the 
western part of old Mexico are the richest in 
the world, and that their location is not even 
well known yet. Why,“ said he, just take 
the Candamenia for an example. Here is a 
mine worked altogether by twenty-five Mexi- 
cans. They have no apparatus and oot fifty 
dollars worth of tools altogether. They carry 
out the ore and water ontheir heads and 

digging and scooping with 

spoon. Yet this mine 

worked in this way produced $79,000 in-div- 
dends last year. You can just imagine what 
it would do if n attended to.“ 

„Is the Mexican way of mining anything 
like ours!“ 

“Not à bit. 


They use nothing but 
a arill, this wooden spoon ar- 
rangement, and a bag to carry up the ore. 
You would laugh to see these Mexicans 
drilling, their mouths full of water which 
they squirt into the hole after each blow. 
It seems that some of their mouths must 
hold nearly a gallon, so long can they keep 
this process up.” 

“Have they no buckets nor hoisting ma- 
cbhinery ”’ 

“No. They have no way of getting down 
into the mine except upon a series of poles, 
cut with notches for the feet. These Mex- 
icans climb up these crude ascents with 100 
pounds of ore on the head and back and 
rarely meet with an _ accident. If a 
man does slip through 83 
not much thought of, anyway. The creasers 
are cheap and plentiful. When I went to in- 
spect the Candumenia there were two Gov- 
ernment engineers with me, but they refused 
to go down onthe poles. In some of the 
smaller mines, it is all right, because the shaft 
is narrow and you can touch your hands 
against the wall, but the shaft in 
this mine is 14 feet square. Be- 
fore I got down 100 feet I managed to 
pull off my boots and when I got down to the 
bottom I was tired, muddy and scarred.

AT Victoria B. C., the Chinese have taken 
the initiative in a riot which their numerical 
strength in that colony may make avery dan- 
gerous one. The steamship Quinta landed 
five hundred Chinese immigrants at Victoria 
on Wednesday last and the collector ef the 
school tux, acting under the law, attempted 
to collect the usual dues from the Mongolians. 
They set upon him and beat him and his as- 
sistants and utterly refused to pay any toll 
whatever, boldly defying the authorities to 
collect it, and they have now passed victori- 
ously into the interior. When the yellow 
tide of immigration sets eastward in good 
earnest this is a fair intimation of how our 
Asiatic friends will treat discriminating laws 
against them. 


WE do not approve of the movement of the 
Park Commissioner to put an embargo on 
bicycles in Forest Park. The park has beau- 
tiful roadways laidout for vehicles, and a 
bicycle is just as much a vehicle as a dog-cart. 
We must admit that a long-legged young man 
mounted on a bicycle is not a pretty specta- 
cle, but the boys seem to enjoy themselves 
riding the machines and we propose that they 
shall have fair play. They can’t ride on the 
rough streets; they can’t ride in the city 


parks on account of the children that sprawl

They have 
the same inalienable richts to ride in Forest 
Park that the boys of Boston have to coast in 
the Common.

Father FLEMING, the pastor 
of the Catholic Church in that village, has 
lately bought some ground adjoining the 
old cemetery to be used as an additional 
graveyard, and Dr. STEPHEN WICKES and a 
number of his friends have petitioned the 
Town Council to prohibit further interments 
within the city limits. Father FLEMING has 
published a pamphlet called the Comet, giv- 
ing his side of the case, in which he says: 

Wetake this opportunity of informing all 
impertinent meddlers in our business transac- 
tions that St. John’s Cemetery existed before 
many of them were old enough to display their 
bigotry, and our property will be used as a 
cemetery, and known as such, fifty vears af- 
ter they have ceased to be even respectable 
scarecrows. 

Further on he threatens that if the peo- 
ple don’t behave themselves he will buy ond 
tear down a lotof houses in the aristocratic 
end of the town and build sky-blue shanties 
on their sites, in each of which he will quar- 
ter two poor families, thus ruining the value 
ofthe real estate of his enemies. On the 
other hand Dr. WICKES claims to have an- 
alyized the water froma well below the 
cemetery and to have feund it impregnated 
with cheap whisky on account, he says, of 
the burial of dead Irishmen within its water- 
shed. A terrible internecine war is immi- 


nent.

THE poisoning of eleven persons on Rus- 
sell avenue in this city yesterday by butter- 
milk made from swill-fed cews should direct 
public attention to the condition of the 
dairies that supply St. Louis with milk. In 
this instance the buttermilk was furnished 
from VOLKEN’S Dairy, on Park Place and 
Gravois road, and a visit by the physicians 
proved that the cows were kept all day in the 
stalls and fed on still slops. Under such eir- 
cumstances the only wonder is that somebody 
has not suffered before. Swill milk is all the 
average St. Louisan ever gets in the lacteal 
way, and as a food it ranks somewhat below 
rotten watermelon. It is the prime 
cause of the excessive infant mor- 
tality in thiscity and an important fac- 
tor inthe general mortuary returns. . Cooped 
up in narrow pens even healthy cows rapid- 
ly become infected with a number of loath- 
some diseases which their filthy surround- 
ings and the vermin with which they are 


covered in no way tend to ameliorate. The 


milk formed in the mysterious alembics of 
the disordered stomach, out of all manner of 
decayed garbage and sour refuse, is drawn 
from the ulcerated udder, its grosser impur- 
ities strained outina dirty can and sold to 
the thoughtless consumer who little imagines 
what pofsonous and nasty filth he is paying 
for. Nopicture of the average city dairy 
could possibly be dark enough for the truth. 
The diseased cows live in an atmosphere.of 
stench, with no ventilation or light, eating 
nothing but putrifying vegetable slops, and 
naturally distilling a milk which can 
not be healthy or nutritious. Some time ago 
a vigorous War was made upon these pest 
houses, but for political or other reasons it 
was dropped. The Health Department, how- 
ever, bas no politics to attend to now, and it 
might be well to open a crusade against the 
dairies again in the interest of public health. 
The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, too, should see to it thatthe thou- 
sands of sick cows within the city limits are 
either killed or cleaned, forthe present milk 
supply of St. Louis is as much a disgrace to 
our humanity as it is a Pandora’s box of dis- 
euses.

Ir the present rate of consumption is main 
tained the Compton Hill Reservoir will be 
entirely emptied of water in thirty days. The 
storage reservoir has lost 30,000,000 gallons 
since June 28, and the surplus of consumption 
over supply is now 1,500,000 gallons daily. 
Already reports are beginning to come in that 
the higher areas of the city can not get water, 
and it will not take more than a couple of 
days for the complaints to become general all 
along the bluffsin the western part of the 
city. There is no doubt that St. Louis is on 
the brink of a water famine and unless some- 
thing is done to avert that very inconvenient 
condition within a month many of the people 
will have to get their water at first hand. 
The Municipal Assembly has appropriated 
$150,000 for the building of a new engine at 
the pumping house, but the water short- 
age will come before it can possibly be 
built and the strain will have to be relieved 
in some other direction. The prime cause of 
the scarcity is the reckless waste of water in 
every conceivabie direction. With the reser- 
voirs emptying, the people have no right to 
use Water for pavement sprinkling which in 
a weck or two may be needed for drinking. 
The ubiquitous hose will have to be hung up. 
Almost every house in St. Louis has one and 
the greatest waste comes from their careless 
use. The sprinkling carts, too, do their 
work without a thought of economy on the 
part of the drivers, and, while itis certainly 
necessary that the dust be laid, the water 
now heedlessly thrown on one square would 
do for two if the work was done more care- 
fully. At t police stations, the en- 
gine bouses and the other public build- 
ings the wanton unnecessary waste is 
perhaps more noticeable than elsewhere. The 
custodians seem to work upon the theory 
that because they are inthe public employ 
they have a richt to do as they please in this 
regard. All of this must be stopped, and the 
citizens should bee toit that it is stopped. 
There are strict ordinances regulating the use

How and Why Mayer Ewing Surprised 
‘Some City Hall People. 


. | 
* Much to the surprise ofa good many people 


about the City Hall the Mayor this morning 
put his signature to what is commonly known 
as the Tayon avenue bridge bill. The draft 
of the ordinance which has been the subject 
of so much discussion is as follows: 

The general features of the plan of Tayon 
avenue bridge over the railroad tracks are 


hereby established as follows: 

1. The center line of the bridge shall inter- 
sect the westward prolongation of the south 
line of Clark avenue, lying east of Tayon av- 
enue, twenty feet, west of the center line of 
Tayon avenue, and shall intersect the prolou- 
gation of the north line of Gratiot street ten 
feet west of the center line of Taylor avenue. 

2. The width of the bridge shall be sixty 
feet from outside to outside. 

3. The northern terminus of the bridge 
shall be at the westward prolongation of the 
south line of Clark avenue lying east of 
Tayon avenue, and the southern terminus of 
the bridge shall be at the western prolenga- 
tion of the north line of Gratiot street. 

4. The bridge shall be so constructed as to 
leave for railroad purposes not less than 
eighteen feet above the railroad tracks fora 
distance of net less than five hundred feet. 

The history of the measure and its signifi- 
cance can be toldin afew words. When the 

lans for bridging the tracks at Tayon avenue 
vegan to take shape there was a decided dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether the tracks 
should be bridged on their present grade, or 
whether the city should force the Missouri 
Pacific to lower. A deadlock and indefinite 
delay were in prospect when 
Mr. Rowse introduced the above. 
The design was simplv te settle the question 
of grade, and the ordinance contemplates a 
bridge which will pot require any lowering 
of tracks. When the bill was pending the 
Pacific people placed In Mr. Rowse’s hands a 
letter pledging the payment of $10,000 if 
they were not required to lower the tracks. 

Some members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements opposed the bill on the grounds 
that the company ought to pay mofe than 
$10,000 as the savin in leaving the tracks as 
they|are would be $30,000 to $40,000 to them. | 
The bill, however, went throughboth houses. 

In conversation respeeting his action *

After investigating 
the grade question in all its 
aspects he decided that as the Assembly had 
passed the billhe would not withhold his 
approval. He felt the * for the 
bridging of the tracks, and with the general 
features established there need be no delay 
now in going ahead with the draft of plans 
for the bridge. There had been some antag- 
onism heretofore between the city 
und the railroad company but he 
did not share in it. After 
looking at the matterfrom all the different 
standpoints without prejudice and consider- 
ing the urgency that existed for the bridge he 
had signed the bill. As tothe street railroad 
bill Mr. Ewing intimated plainly that it 
would not be signed. It wasin his opinion 
conflicting with the charter. and the provis- 
ion for the compensation, one company 
should pay another for the use of tracks, was 
not a feasible one. 


MEXICAN MINING. 


A Party from Chihuahua Discourse on 
the Silver Mines. 


Gen. Jean M. Zuloaga, Walter Carrington 
and A. R. Hammond, ſrom Chihuahua, Mexico, 
are stopping at the Southern on their way to 
New York and London. Gen. Ztloaga is a 
prominent mine owner, holdinga chief inter- 
estin-the Delores and Candamenia mines 
near Chihuahua. 

Mr. Hammondisa mining engineer who 
has putin many yearsin Mexico] and seen 
much Indian fighting. The party have with 
them a large collection of silver ores 
taken from the mines mentioned, 
and all extremely rich in silver. In some 
specimens the silver is so thick that there is 


searcely rock enough to hold it together. Mr. 
Hammond says that the mountains in the 
western part of old Mexico are the richest in 
the world, and that their location is not even 
well known yet. Why,“ said he, just take 
the Candamenia for an example. Here is a 
mine worked altogether by twenty-five Mem- 
cans. They have no apparatus and aot fifty 
dollars worth of tools altogether. They carry 


out the ore and water on their heads and 


do the digging and scooping with 
a horn spoon. Yet this mine 
worked in this way produced $79,000 in div- 
dends last year. You can just imagine what 
it would do if properly attended to.” 

Is the Mexican way of mining anything 
like ours!“ 

“Not a bit. They use nothing but 
a arill, this wooden spoon ar- 
rangement, and a bag to carry up the ore. 
You would laugh to see these Mexicans 
drilling, their mouths full of water which 
they squirt into the hole after each blow. 
It seems that some of their mouths must 
hold nearly a gallon, so long can they keep 
this process up.“ 

Have they no buckets nor hoisting ma- 
cbinery ”’ 

“No. They have no way of getting down 
into the mine except upon a series of poles, 
cut with notches for the feet. These Mex- 


icuns climb up these crude ascents with 100 ) 


pounds of oreon the head and back and 
rarely meet with an _ accident. If a 
man does slip through it {fs 
not much thought of, anyway. The creasers 
are cheap and plentiful. When I went to in- 
spect the Candamenia there were two Gov- 
ernment engineers with me, but they refused 
to go down onthe poles.

CARONDELET JOTTINGS. 
A Devilish Outrage Attempted—Myster- 
ious Letter—Police News, 

One ofthe most dastardly attempts at out- 
rageever perpetrated in this portion of the 
city was reported at the Carondelet Police 
Station about noon yesterday. Mr. Murphy. 
the section boss onthe Iron Mountain Rail- 
ron, and a gang of men were 
emploleu in repaliing tracks near 
the wer des Peres, when they 


hoticed thréé fotghs following (29 aged 
couple. The woman who was about 65 you 
was begging piteously forthe roughs to de- 
sist from bitting her husband, but her prayer 
and entreaties were unayailing, and when 
they neared the bridge one of the roughs 
struck the old mana murderous blow over 
tbe head with a club, knocking him senseless 
to the ground. Two of them stood guard over 
the old man while the third 
seized the old lady by the throat and 
drugged her to the high weeds near the 
road side and was abeut to accomplish his 
devilish purpose when Mr. Murphy and his 
men came to the rescue. The two men stand- 
ing cuerd over the prostrate form of the old 
man beat a hasty retreat and effected an es- 
cape, but the third was less fortunate and 
fell into the handsof the thoroughly en- 
raged railroad men. It requir: 
ed the greatcst exertions on 
the part of Mr. Murphy to prevent his men 
frominfilcting summary punishment on the 
wretch, but Murphy prevailed on them to 
conduct him to the Carondelet Polhce Sta- 
tion. When they proceeded about a quarter 
of a mile with the prisoner they were over- 
taken and overpowered by a lar ang of 
roughs;supposed to be employes ot the mill 
near there, and the ~»prisemer re- 
leased.

During the period of six months extending 
from January 1, 1881, to Friday, July 1, 
Coroner Frank has investigated more deaths 
than any of his predecessors in that office did 
during a similar length of time. The num- 
ber of deaths from vielence and accidents 
this year will exceed that of last year by 
half. Up to date, from January 1, the Coro- 
ner bas held 512 inquests. The total num- 
ber held in 1880, twelve months, was 
a little over 700. To what this alarm- 
ing increase is attributable Dr. Frank is 
utterly at aloss to know. Some interest- 
ing and valuable statistics will shortly 
be compiled and in which this increase will 


be shown by figures and an accurate com- 
parison with other years.

The further examination before U. 8. 
Commissioner Selby im the matter of William 
George, charged with passing counterfeit 
coin at a grocery on Glasgow avenue, was 
had this morning in the Judge's chamber of 
the United States Circuit Court. The case en- 
gages a great deal of attention, for the 
Government officers believe that the arrest of 
| George has led to the discovery of the last 
counterfeiting clique operating in the West. 
A severe blow was dealt at counterfeiting 
in this part of the country when Biebusch 
and his co-laborers in the counterfeiting and 
circulating of spurious coin were run 
down and oonvicted. Most of the 
queer money circulated in the West recently 
has reached the small dealers from Eastern 
points, and very little operation has been 
traced to local operators. The prosecution 
of the chief and his gang scared all small 
operators fora considerable time, and the 
Secret Service has unearthed nothing of im- 
portance since Biebusch went behind the bars. 


George was arrested on Thursday for passing 
counterfeit coin ata grocery on Glasgow ave- 
nue, and the Secret Service officers with the U. 
S. Marshal’s deputies, have devoted some 
days tothe working up of a case against 
him. It is generally understood that he gave 
a fictitious name to the police, as he is known 
by people in the neighborhood 
where e resides, 2954 Cass avenue, 
as William Pettitt. He is a 
young man of respectable appearance, about 
35 years of age, and has a wife and four little 
children, all of whom were present at the ex- 
amination this morning. After being arrested 
packets of 4 silver coin amounting to $100 
were found in his possession. 

W..W. Hall, Superintendent of the Secret 
Serviee, Treasury Department, testified that 
on Friday afternoon he visited George’s resi- 
dence, 2954 Cass avenue. Went with Deputy 
Marshal Wheelerfor the purpose of search- 
ing for counterfeiting materials, The house 
is one extending on the ground floor five 
rooms back with a garden in front. 

They found in the rear apartment, back of 
the kitchen behind the sink, some portions 
of bent zine. In another room 
on the top of the wardrobe, hidden from 
view, were found several packets of molds 
for half-dollar coins, enough to fill a basket 
full, In the room further back 
were found a furnace, crucible, some char- 
coal and various materials. The windows 
were covered with newspapers, excluding a 
view from without. 

Deputy Marshal Wheeler testified that he 
searched the house referred to by Mr. Hall 
and found the molds on top of the wardrobe 
vesterday afternoon. 

Officer Thomas Gilham of the Metropolitan 

olice testified that he arrested George on 

hursday morning at the request of 
Mr. Sohn, a grocery store keeper on Glasgow 
avenue, who produced a counterfeit coin that 
he said George had passed upon him. 
George said that Sohn was mistaken. 
The officer questioned George as to his bus- 
iness and went with him to 
pS _ house on Cass avenue where 
he handed a packet of yeast to his 
wife and Came away withthe officer to the 
station. Hs Wife did not seem surprised to 
find him in custody of an officer. 
George said [that he had re- 
recently been engaged in the buying and sell- 
ing of produce, butter cheese, ete. 
Mr. Estes addressed thé comimissloner for 
the purpose of securing for his client light 
bail. He expected to prove that George had 
passed good money in his geilings with 
varicus persons of high “repute. A 
considerable amout of good coin 
had been found upon him. The possession 
of the moulds and other material did not 
necessarily establish a crime against him. 
Hisclient could furnish a satisfactory bond 
on a reasonable amount. The Government 
asked that bail be fixed at not less than 
75,000, but the Commissioner placed it at 
half that sum.

| Horpital To-Day. 


For some days past the people living in the 
u¢ighborhood of Sixteenth and Montgomery 
streets have understood that the Kuhl family 
were sick, but in the general unhealthiness 
that is ravaging the town the case 
did not receive special attention. The 
baby became mottled with red marks, and at 
first it was believed that it nad the measles. 
The Kuhl family live in a tenement house in 
the alley between Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
and Montgomery and St. Louis avenue, on 
the ground floor, which they divide with 
another family named Mantz. Altogether 
the house contains four families of 
about twenty persons in all. The Kuhls 
are a husband, wife and four children. Her- 
man Ruhl is a laborer, and while the family 
are poor they are still living in tolerable com- 
fort in the two rooms which they o- 
cupy. When the baby got 
very sick Mrs. Mantz helped 
to take care of it, and after a few days Mr. 
Kuhl himself was also laid up,complaining of 
fever. Yesterday one or two more members 
of the family began to get sick, when it was 
suddenly discovered that the disease was 
not measles at all, but small-pox, and 
to-day Mrs. Wainz was herself stricken with 


the dread disease. The health authortties 
were notified and Dr. Luedeking at once 
went up tothe house, where, after making a 
thorough examination, he pronounced the 
disease smallpox of the most malignant 
type. The baby’s case is the 
worst, but the  tather’s is bad 
enoughinthe other persons the disease has 
not yet fully developed except with Mrs. 
Mantz whois already showing very danger- 
ous symptoms. The alarm throughout the 
neighborhood which is a very thickly set- 
tled one can be more easily imagined 
than described. section is 
one almost J given up 
to two story tenements occupied 
by from twenty to thirty persons and a case 
of cholera or yellow fever would not occasion 
very much more apprehension. Kuhl was a 
great favorite among his neighbors and many 
of them visited him after he became sick and 
these are now watching with an intensity 


very apt to precipitate the disease. 


A PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter went up tothe 
house where the Kuhls were immediately on 
hearing of the case, and after some difficulty 
found it. The two rooms occupied by the 
Kuhls are on the ground floor, and the beds 
are crowded in the front one. The heat was 
stifling and the atmosphere impregnated with 
that singular odor which accomp mies 
variola, a degd heavy smell something like 
that emitted by bilge-water. Before enter- 
ing the reporter was warned by a woman in 
the alley that they had — in the 
house and advised to keep away, she herself 
being evidently much frightened at the situa- 
tion. Kuhl himself is a man of about forty, of 
rather robust form and strong constitu- 
tion, apparently all 0 which 
he will need to ull through, 
for he carries all the outward marks of a per- 
son booked for a siege of small-pox. His face 
and hands are all covered with pustules and 
his features are swollen out of shape. He 
said that he did not believe that he had smal!- 
pox at first, but he was convinced now.

THE LIQUOR LICENSE. “* 


Commission Merchants will Rejoice at 
' Beaum/’s Decision. — 


Miles Sells hus just returned from Wash- 
ington, where he was sent bythe St. Louis 
merchants in regard to a secret service order. 
It often happens that a country merchant 
sends to a city merchant ail 
order including among other things a 
barrel of liquor or spirits. The city mer- 
chant not dealingin such goods turns the 
order over to a liquor dealer, who fills it and 
sends the bill tothe city merchant. It was 
held that this made the city merchant liable 
to pay license as a liquor dealer. Commis- 
sioner Raum decides that it does not. 


He holds that where the liquor dealer ships 
direct to the country customer, even though 
he sends the bill to the city merchant who 
pays it, this does not make the latter a liquor 
dealer. If however the liquor man seils direct 
tothe city merchant andhe resells to the 
country merchant the former is then liable to 
be taxed. 

The decision is important inasmuch as it 
involves 300 firms in tue city who, iſ it were 
maintained, would be taxed at least $100,000 
perannum. Mr. Treadwav, of the Greeley, 
Burnham Co, and Mr, Sells are entitled to 
the credit of the change.
